1'copic say John Uiiskin in his 
old days is cross, misanthropic and 
morbid. Whatever he may do that he 
ought not to do, and whatever he may 
say that he ought not to say lietvvecn 
now and his death, he will leave this 
world insolvent as far as it has any 
capacity to pay this author's pen for 
its ehival.-ie and Christian defense of 
a poor painter's pencil.
